SETTLES MARITIME STRIKE 


Seamen to Return to Work Tomor- 
row, Negotiations to Be 
Conducted Later. 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, May 25.—French mari- 
time workers tonight ended their 
strike at the appeal of Premier 
Leon Blum. Ocean shipping had 


been halted for almost 24 hours. 

The Premier's office announced 
that he “called the attention of 
the unions to the gravity of their 
attitude and the necessity to assure 
sea lines for France.” 

The strikers, accepting assur- 
ances that the Government was 
preparing arrangements to meet 
demands for a 40-hour week and 
pensions, ended the walkout im- 
mediately. 

The seamen’s union announced 
that work would be resumed to- 
morrow in the ports affected, in- 
cluding Marseilles where 74 liners 
and freighters were tied up. 

French line officials said the 
Normandie would sail on schedule 
tomorrow for New York from Le 
Havre where 1000 members of the 
crew had struck for a_ shorter 
working week. 

The Premier had called a dele-

‘SCOTTSBORO CASE’ ORDERED 
RESUMED ON JULY 6 


Judge at Decatur, Ala., Sets Re- 
hearing of 8 of 9 Negroes; 
One Has Appeal Pending. 

By the Associated Press. 

DECATUR, Ala. May 25.—Re- 
sumption of the trial of the Negro 
defendants in the “Scottsboro case” 
was ordered for July 6, by Judge W. 
W. Callahan, in the Morgan County 
Circuit Court today. 

The Negroes, whose convictions 
twice have been reversed by the 
United States Supreme Court, are 
charged with attacking two white 
women aboard a freight train. 

Judge Callahan called a special 
term of the court for the first Tues- 
day in July, and ordered the Sheriff 
to have eight of the nine Negro de- 
fendants in the court at 9 a. m. that 
day. The Negroes now are held in 
jail at Birmingham, Ala. 

At the last Scottsboro trial early 
last year, Heywood Patterson was 
convicted a third time and sen- 
tenced to 75 years. His appeal now 
is pending before the Alabama Su- 
preme ‘Court and he will not be 
brought here July 6.

NO ONE IN AUTHORITY 
IN ROOMS AT TIMES 


Another Witness Says Can- 
didates Looked Over One 
Another’s 


Questions. 


Answers to 


Testimony that there was “whole- 
sale cheating” in the examinations 
for licensed pharmacists and assit- 
ant pharmacists held in St. Louis 
April 26 and 27 by the State Board 
of Pharmacy was given today by 


A. F. Schlichting, associate dean 
of the St. Louis College of Phar- 
macy, at the opening of the board’s 
inquiry into the cheating charges. 

Asked if he had observed any 
“irregularities,” Schlichting respond- 
ed that he would not use that word. 

“I would call it wholesale cheat- 
ing,” he continued. “There was con- 
siderable talking among the candi- 
dates in the examination room, and 
I saw them look at one another's 
papers.” 

The cheating he observed, 
Schlichting testified, occurred on 
the morning of the first day of 
the examinations in the room where 
examinations for licensed phar- 
macists were being conducted. He 
said he observed no cheating in the 
room where examinations for as- 
sistant pharmacists were being 
held, but did notice that no one in 
authority’ was in charge when he 
visited that room on two occasions. 

Did Not Inform Board. - 

Members of the Board of Phar- 
macy were at the College of Phar- 
macy Building, where the examina- 
tions were conducted, Schlichting 
testified, but, on the occasions he 
mentioned, were not in the rooms 
where the examinations were being 
held. 

Asked if he had informed any 
member of the board of the cheat- 
ing he had observed, Schlichting 
said he had not, adding that he re- 
garded is as “very important that 
we refrain from any contact with 
the board during examinations.” 

Schlichting said he had witnessed 
two previous pharmacy board exam- 
inations at which conditions were 
“nowhere approaching as bad” as 
the April examinations. 

The board’s hearing is being con- 
ducted at the College of Pharmacy, 
4588 Parkview place, where the ex- 
aminations were held. Students at 
the College of Pharmacy, who did 
not take the examinations, were 
the first to direct attention to the 
cheating charges, through a letter 
to Gov. Stark. 

Another Witness. 

Another member of the faculty 
of the college, Julius C. Hoester Sr., 
Kirkwood druggist, testified that 
students called his attention to the 
manner in which the examinations 
were being held, telling him that 
those taking the examinations were 
“talking and everything.” 

“T could not believe they already 
had the examination questions,” 
Hoester testified. “They were talk- 
ing without restraint or restric- 
tion. I told some of them it was 
very unusual for them to have the 
questions, under the circumstances, 
but they told me: ‘We've got them 
all right!’”” When he_ observed 
them, Hoester said, those taking 
the examinations were looking over 
one another’s answers. 

Three Students Testify. 

Three students at the College of 
Pharmacy, Miss Fanny Poger, Jo- 
seph Pieper and Herbert Henckel, 
gave details of cheating they had 
observed, but identified none of the 
participants in the instances they 
described. Each of them told of 
observing some of those who took 
the examinations as they copied an- 
swers from books. 

Pieper and Henckel testified they 
and other students had “helped 
themselves” to copies of the exami- 
nation questions which were 
stacked on a table, with no one, ap- 
parently, in charge of them. 

Pieper said he was in a group 
of students which was approached 
by a man taking the examination, 
who asked for help in answering 
questions, which was refused. The 
man went downstairs, Pieper said, 
and on his’ return volunteered: 
“Well, I got the answers O K.” 

The hearing was before a com- 
mittee of three druggists appoint- 
ed by W. H. Ellis of Vandalia, 
president of the State Board of 
Pharmacy, who was present, along 
with the only St. Louis member, 
Walter T. Miessler. 
the committee are Bernard Kran- 
son, and Fred W. Bennett of St. 
Louis, and M. D. Brummall _ of 
Salisbury. 

The questioning of witnesses was

SIBERIAN RAILROAD 
WRECKING CHARGED 


Case Almost Identical 
With One at Svobodny 
Where 43 Men and Wom- 
an Were Put to Death. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, May 25.—Eleven per- 
sons were reported today to have 
been executed at Khabarovsk in the 
Far East, bringing to 55 the num- 
ber put to death in Siberia within 
the last few days on charges of 
sabotage under the direction of Jap- 
anese intelligence agents. 


The death sentences were an- 
nounced in a terse communique 
published in the newspaper Pacific 
Star at Khabarovsk on May 15. The 
news reached Moscow today. 

The communique said the execu- 
tions were decreed by a secret ses- 
sion of the Military Collegium of 
the Supreme Court, the same tri- 
bunal that sentenced 44 others to 
death at Svobodny, near Khaba- 
rovsk, on the eastern border of Si- 
beria and Manchoukuo. 

The charges were identical with 
those in the Svobodny case and in- 
cluded having participated in “Trot- 
skyist spy, terroristic and diver- 
sionistic organizations, acting under 
the directions and instructions of 
Japanese intelligence organiza- 
tions.” = 

Specific counts against the exe- 
cuted persons charged them with 
having sabotaged the Siberian rail- 
way system which is part of the 
Russian military communication 
and transportation network. 


FLEETS IN RUNNING FIGHT 
AS WAR GAMES NEAR END 


Battleships, Cruisers and Aircraft 
Carriers Steam Eastward Toward 
San Francisco.

SYLVANIA, IN PACIFIC MA- 
NEUVERS, May 25.—Two forces of 


the United States fleet engaged in 
a running mock battle as they 
steamed eastward between the Ha- 
waiian Islands and San Francisco 
last night,*in the: final phase of 
the navy war games of 1937. 

The fleet left San Pedro and San 
Diego April 16, conducted tactical 
exercises on the way to the Ha- 
waiian Islands, and then made an 
attack on the islands which were 
defended by the army and navy 
forces.

PICCARD’S BALLOON BURNS 
AS IT IS BEING INFLATED 


Bag Catches Fire During Prepara- 
tions for Sub-Stratosphere 
Flight in Belgium,

BRUSSELS, May 25.—Prof. Au- 

uste Piccard’s $35,000 stratosphere 
balloon was destroyed by fire to- 
day as final preparations were be- 
ing made for an ascent. Flame 
from a gas burner touched a fold 
in the bag just as the ground crew 
began attaching the basket in 
which Prof. Piccard was to have 
explored the sub-stratosphere. 

The 14,000-cubic yard rubber silk 
bag was burning fiercely in a few 
seconds and was reduced to a heap 
of charred wreckage. 

No one was injured. Both Pic- 
card and Max Cosyns, his young 
associate, were standing close to 
the balloon when the lower part of 
the envelope burst into flames. 

Insufficient protection for the 
gas burner and a sudden gust 
caused the fire, Cosyns said.

AT HJ, HEINZ PLANT 


Canning Factory Picketed, Rec- 
ognition of A. F. L. Union 
Demanded at Pittsburgh.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., May 25.— 
Hundreds of workers picketed the 
north side plant of the H. J. Heinz 
Co. today, carrying out a strike or- 
dered in an effort to obtain recog- 
nition of the Canning and Pickle 
Workers’ Union for collective bar- 
gaining. 

Operations were virtually 
suspended while workers who want- 
ed to go back to their jobs remained 
on one side of a street running 
through the factory grounds and 
the pickets patrolled the plant en- 
trances on the other side.

LONDON, May 25.—Haile Selas- 
sie, former Emperor of Ethiopia, 
prevented the development of a 
delicate diplomatic situation today 
by announcing his former East 
African Empire would not be rep- 
resented when the League of Na- 
tions Assembly meets in Geneva to- 
morrow. 

Speculation has been widespread 
in diplomatic circles. whether the 
Emperor could be persuaded to 
keep his representatives away from 
Geneva.

TWO OFFICERS SHUl 
AFTER BANK HOLDUP 


Wounded by Suspects They 
Tried to Halt Near Logans- 
port, Ind,

LOGANSPORT, Ind., May 25.— 
Paul V. Minneman, a State police- 
man, was shot in the abdomen and 
Deputy Sheriff Elmer Craig of 
Monticello was wounded in the foot 
today in a fight with four men 
whom they thought were fleeing 
with $2500 taken from the Goodland 
(Ind.) State Bank. Doctors said 
Minneman had slight chance of re- 
covery. ‘ 

The two officers were patrolling 
U. S. Highway 24 about five miles 
west of here after receiving word 
of the Goodland bank holdup. Craig 
said the four men armed with ma- 
chine guns opened fire when he 
and Minneman attempted to halt 
their car. 

Police said the men .were travel- 
ing in a maroon 1937 Ford. sedan 
which answered the description of 
the machine in which the robbers 
escaped after holding up the 
Goodland bank. 

State police said license plates on 
the car correspond with those on a 
machine used by a gang that robbed 
the Farmland (Ind.) State Bank of 
$1400 April 27. 

Officers here expressed the 
opinion the robbers were members 
of the Al Brady gang that escaped 
last October from the Greenfield 
(Ind.) jail where they were await- 
ing trial charged with the killing 
of an Indianapolis Police Sergeant. 
This gang included Alfred Brady, 
James Dahlhover and Clarence Lee 
Shaffer Jr. 

The Brady gang was implicated 
also in several crimes in Ohio, in- 
cluding the $50,000 holdup of a Lima 
jewelry store, and the killing of a 
Piqua grocery clerk in a holdup. 

The Goodland Bank was robbed 
by two men with drawn revolvers 
who forced Miss Leona Hamilton, 
cashier, into a back room. Later 
they forced R. Lyle Constable, a 
director who came into the bank, 
into the room with the cashier. 
Working leisurely, the men entered 
the vault, gathered up the cash 
and then fled to a car in which a 
companion was waiting. 

A remark made by one of the 
men tended to confirm the belief 
the robbers were members of the 
Brady gang. Miss Hamilton quoted 
the man as saying: ‘If you see De- 
tective Winn give him my regards 
because he knows me.” 

Detective Don Winn of the State 
police has been active in the hunt 
for the Brady gang.

TELLS OF INTIMIDATION 


IN KANSAS CITY VOTING 


Witness Says Poll Officials 
Were Warned Relief Clients 
Might Be Cut Off,

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 25.—A 
Republican precinct captain testi- 
fied today in the eighth vote fraud 
trial in United States District Court 
here that he was warned by a 
Democratic worker and by two men 
who accosted him from an auto- 
mobile to ignore illicit practices at 
the polls or his followers would be 
dropped from the W P A rolls. 


The witness, Joe Vielbig, husband 
of a Republican judge who pleaded 
nolo contendere, said the Demo- 
cratic election officials of the eight- 
eenth precinct of the. Third Ward 
solicited Negro voters to vote for 
them and the Negroes occasionally 
did so. 

His wife and another Republican 
official, the witness said, told him 
the votes had not been counted, but 
he advised them to sign the ballot 
certificates, believing they would 
lose their relief jobs if they did 
not. . 

Vielbig, who was interrupted con- 
tinuously by objections of defense 
counsel, was the first material wit- 
ness for the Government. It is un- 
dertaking to establish that the bal- 
lot box was so overstuffed at the 
last national election that 44 votes 
were thrown away when it was 
found there were more votes than 
voters. 

Mrs. Vielbig followed her husband 
to the stand. She testified that 
the votes were not counted and said 
the defendant, Carter, told her that 
16 votes was all the Republicans 
could have. 

Mrs. Maude Hancher, a Repub- 
lican clerk, who also pleaded no 
contest, testified this afternoon that 
the ballots were not counted and 
only 30 minutes elapsed between 
the time the ballot box was opened 
and the ballots were sacked for de- 
livery to the Board of Election 
Commissioners. 

All of the three women officials 
protested, she said, but signed false 
vote certificates because they 
feared they or their relatives would 
lose WPA jobs if they did not do 
so. 
Mrs. Hancher said she was re- 
moved from the relief rolls immedi- 
ately after she testified before the 
Federal grand jury investigating 
vote frauds. 

Sam C. Blair, Assistant United 
States District Attorney, asserted 
in his opening statement yes- 
terday that every time a Repub- 
lican vote was cast, a Democratic 
ballot bearing a duplicate number 
would be put in the box.

PLEA TO VALENCIA

Basque Government sent an urgent 
appeal to Madrid-Valencia authori- 
ties to rush fighting planes to Bil- 
bao today as insurgent flyers 
dumped tons of bombs on the city’s 
suburbs. 

Gen. Francisco Franco’s raiders 
began the bombardment at 6 a. m, 
and there was almost no let-up 
throughout the day. They swooped 
low and attacked # Government 
trenches outside Bilbao. 

Basque authorities admitted that, 
even if the Madrid-Valencia Gov- 
ernment sent planes to aid the 
threatened city, the ships might be 
of little use, as both of Bilbao’s 
airports were severely bombed this 
morning. 


Two Rebel Columns Take Part in 
Drive on Galdacano.

HENDAYE, French-Spanish 
Frontier, May 25.—Gen. Emilio 
Mola’s insurgent army was re- 
ported today to have captured ex- 
tensive territory north of the town 
of Yurre, opening the way for a 
double thrust against Galdacano, 
strategic highway junction south- 
east of Bilbao and key to the city’s 
main defenses. 

With two insurgent columns 
hammering toward it, Galdacano 
seemed destined to be the center of 
the crucial battle for possession 
of the Basque capital. 

In the hills overlooking Yurre, 
on one of the highways that fork 
out from Galdacano, Basques and 
their Asturian neighbors struggled 
to hold a pocket: on the southeast- 
ern sector. Mortars and field pieces 
went into action. Several thousand 
troops recently called into action 
aided the defenders. 

Basques Delay Big Test. 

Basque commanders’ declared 
that Galdacano, perhaps the most 
strategic point of the semicircle of 
fortifications protecting Bilbao 
from the north, east and south, had 
been sufficiently bulwarked to 
bring Gen. Mola’s warriors to a 
definite halt but continued to delay 
this big test. 

The Government outpost in the 
Yurre hills was in a delicate posi- 
tion. One column of Gen. Mola’s 
men was being thrust from Amore- 
bieta toward Lemona, which lies 
between Galdacano and Yurre, 
This column threatened to cut off 
the forces in the Yurre sector, 

Another insurgent column, pro» 
tecting the Lemona-bound force 
from flank attack, moved along the 
main road between Amorebieta and 
Galdacano, which roughly parallels 
the route through Lemona. 

Yurre lies about three miles due 
south of Lemona while Lemona is 
only a mile and a half southeast of 
Galdacano. Galdacano is at the 
junction of roads from Durango 
and Vitoria, both insurgent bases. 

Two Towns Bombarded. 


Yurre and Lemona were punt- 
ished by insurgent artillery yester- 
day. Shells wrecked the small 
houses of these towns while ref- 
ugees hurried along the roads to- 
ward an already over-populated Bil- 
bao, 

Sectors northeast of Bilbao were 
relatively quiet. 

Three battalions of defense 
troops were reported routed last 
night by charges into their hilly 
strongholds in the southeastern 
sector. Prisoners taken included 
both Basques and Asturians who 
apparently were wandering in the 
mountains without contact with 
their base. 

Bilbao officials reported discov- 
ery of more bodies in ruined build- 
ings at Sestao, a workers’ town four 
and a half miles from the capital, 
raising to 22 the number killed in 
an air raid Sunday. 

Two of Bilbao’s defending planes 
were reported shot down by insur- 
gent pilots. These were thought to 
have been part of the squadron of 
15 which landed in France last

Senator Burke (Dem.), Nebraska, 
a leader of the court plan opposi- 
tion, said the validation of unem- 


ployment insurance and old age 
pensions “knocked the last prop 
from under the court proposal.” 

Speaker Bankhead of Alabama 
and Senator Robinson of Arkansas, 
the majority leader, contended on 
the other hand that the rulings 
would have little effect on the 
court dispute. 

Nevertheless, many in the capital 
renewed forecasts of an eventual 
compromise, although Roosevelt has 
given no indication he would yield. 

Four Possibilities Discussed. 

An emergency no longer existed, 
they said, contending Congress now 
could devote its energies to other 
major legislation. These four possi- 
bilities received the most discus- 
gion: 

That wage and hour, farm, Gov- 
ernment reorganization and nation- 
al planning legislation would get 
precedence over the court bill. 

That the bill itself would give 
way to a constitutional amendment 
to compel] retirement of justices at 
70 or 75. 

That a compromise authorizing 
the President to increase the Su- 
preme Court by two justices—or 
some similar proposal—would forge 
to the front.

Taxes under the act are expect- 
ed officially to put $324,600,000 in 
the Federal cash box by the end 
of this fiscal year June 30. Treas- 
ury spokesmen say they anticipate 
$774,800,000 from these levies dur- 
ing the next fiscal year. Collections 
thus far have totaled only $192,000,- 
000, but officials said they are 
counting on quarterly payments of 
unemployment insurance’ taxes 
June 15 to bolster this income. 


Help for Bond Market. 
Supreme Court approval of the 


act was of importance to the Gov- 
ernment bond market, because se- 
curity tax receipts are invested in 
Federal obligations. This invest- 
ment has the effect of gradually 
shifting ownership of Government 
debt from the hands of banks and 
other private holders to the Treas- 
ury itself. There thus will be few- 
er Federal obligations available for 
private investment in the future, 
officials said, and Government de- 
mands on the money market will be 
lightened. 
Noting that the Government bond 
market swept upward on announce- 
ment of the rulings, Morgenthau 
told reporters: “The decision cer- 
tainly should quiet investors who 
have been doing a lot of worrying 
about this thing.”

SECURITY DECISION 
PLEASES ROOSEVELT 


He Hopes Supreme Court Will 
Adhere to Same Human 
Point of View in Future

WASHINGTON, May 25.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt expressed pleasure 
today over the Supreme Court's 
decisions upholding the social se- 
curity act and said he hoped the 
Court would adhere to the same 
human point of view in important 
cases yet to be decided. 


The President made this in- 
formal statement at a press con- 
ference after a high administration 
source had expressed the same view 
earlier in the day with the added 
statement there would be no com- 
promise on the Supreme Court re- 
organization bill. 

The President pointed out that 
four important changes in nation- 
al policy were embraced in his 
message to Congress yesterday pro- 
posing wage and hour legislation. 
He aded a great many things 
that had occurred in the past were 
still to be ruled on by the court. 
He said, referring to yesterday's 
message, that the child labor issue 
would involve a direct reversal of 
a previous Supreme Court decision. 
Minimum wages and maximum 
hours embraced the same theory as 
child labor, he said, as did goods 
manufactured under unfair em- 
ployment conditions, such as re- 
fusal to agree to collective bar- 
gaining. The President refused to 
comment when asked the _ direct 
question whether yesterday's de- 
cisions had eliminated the emerg- 
ency he said called for an increase 
in the membership of the Supreme 
Court. 


2 PCT, SALES TAX BILL

ROOSEVELT SEEKS NEW 
SAFETY FOR INVESTOR 


More Legislation Needed to 
Deal With Corporation Re- 
organization, He Says.

WASHINGTON, May 25.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt recommended today 
increased protection for investors in 


corporations reorganized under the 
Bankruptcy Act. 
He wrote to Chairman Sumners 


(Dem.), Texas of the House Judi- 
ciary Committee and Chairman Lea 
(Dem.), California, the House In- 
terstate Commerce Committee that 
investigations by the Securities 
Commission and by congressional 
groups “have demonstrated that 
further remedial legislation in the 
interest of investors is now re- 
quired.” 

In his letter to Lea the President 
said that “for many years abuse 
and exploitation have marked cer- 
tain aspects of corporate reorgani- 
zation practice and procedure to 
the great detriment of the unin- 
formed and helpless investor.” 

The investigations, he said, have 
shown that “these conditions re- 
main unabated.” 

He recalled that Lea has intro- 
duced a bill designed to alleviate 
some of the conditions to which he 
referred and wrote: 

“Tl understand that the bill you in- 
troduced is addressed to these ob- 
jectives. Certainly they are objec- 
tives which deserVedly require leg- 
islative attention.” 

To Chairman Wagner (Dem.), 
New York, of the Senate Banking 
Committee, the President wrote 
that “further strengthening” of the 
securities act “is necessary in con- 
nection with the form and content 
of trust indentures and the duties 
to_be assumed by the trustees act- 
ing under them.” 

The need has been shown by 
studies made by the Securities 
Commission, he said. 

“I believe the consideration of 
such supplementary legislation al- 
together appropriate at this time,” 
the President wrote.

NEW YORK HOME 


Due at Pocantico Hills 
Estate Tonight — Simple 
Private Funeral Planned 


for Tomorrow.

NORTH TARRYTOWN, N. Y., 
May 25.—The body of John D, 
Rockefeller was borne northward 
today toward his Pocantico Hills 
estate near New York City. Privacy 
surrounded the arrangements for 
final honors to the noted philan- 
thropist. 

The body was in a special Pull- 
man car attached to a New York- 
bound express from Ormond Beach, 
Fla., where the industrialist died 
Sunday morning, two months short 


of his 98th birthday. He lay 
in a simple but rich mahogany 
and bronze casket, on which were 
a few lilies. Friends had been 
asked not to send flowers. 

The train was due in New York 
about 5 p.m. (E. 8S. T.) The funeral 
Pullman then was to be routed a 
few miles further northward to a 
private siding behind the 3500-acre 
Rockefeller estate, Pocantico Hills, 
where it was due about 7 p. m. 

In the 47-room mansion of the 
estate waited his family, now 
headed by his only son, John D. 
Rockefeller Jr., who is 63 years old. 
The family had come from points 
as far away as the Panama Canal 
Zone to attend simple final rites in 
the great hall at 10 a. m, tomorrow. 
It was not known exactly how many 
of the 26 children, grandchildren, 
and great-grandchildren would be 
able to attend. 

Private Ceremonies. 

The ceremonies will be private, 
with only a handful of business 
associates and a few trusted ser- 
vants present, in addition to the 
family. 

Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick, pas- 
tor of the Riverside Baptist Church 
in New York, buf by Rockefeller, 
will read from the Scriptures; the 
Rev. Lester H. Bent, pastor of the 
Pocantico Hills Union Church, will 
participate and a few hymns, fa- 
vorites of Mr. Rockefeller, will be 
sung. 

Late tomorrow the casket again 
will be placed in the special Pull- 
man and taken to Cleveland, where 
Rockefeller started his career. He 
will be buried there Thursday with 
simple rites. 

Flags at Half Staff. 

The Rockefeller neighbors here 
had flags at half-staff yesterday, 
but this was about the only sign of 
public notice of the death. At the 
wish of the family, as “John D.” 
himself would have had it, there 
was a minimum of public cere- 
mony. 

No special ceremony was planned 
for the body’s arrival in New York. 
Some of the Standard Oil Co. offices 
planned five-minute periods of 
silence tomorrow. 

Accompanying the body north- 
ward were Mrs. Fannie Evans, 
Rockefeller’s second cousin and his 
hostess for many years; Ward 
Madison, his secretary; Mrs. Flor- 
ence A. Mitchell, a friend of Mrs. 
Evans, and five employes. 

In addition to his son, Rocke- 
feller’s only other living child, Mrs. 
E. Parmalee Prentice, of Williams- 
town, Mass., was here. Two grand- 
sons, Nelson and Winthrop Rocke- 
feller, were expected today or to- 
morrow by airplane from the Canal 
Zone. Other members of the im- 
mediate family to attend the ser- 
vices were on their way by train 
from Illinois, New Jersey and Con- 
necticut. 

Services in Florida.

SCIENTIST DOUBTS 
QUTSIDE SPARK 
IGNITED ZEPPELIN 


Dr. J. B. Whitehead of 
Johns Hopkins Dismisses 
Ball Lightning and Radio 


Theories. 


By the Associated Press. 
LAKEHURST, N. J., May 25. — 
Dr. John B. Whitenead, an author- 


ity on electro-statics, gave the De- 
partment of Commerce investi- 
gating board his opinion today that 
the destruction of the Zeppelin 
Hindenburg was not caused by any 
outside electrical disturbance. 

Dr. Whitehead, who is professor 
of electrical engineering at Johns 
Hopkins University, testified he 
saw no support for the theoriesthat 
St. Elmo’s fire, ball lightning, an 
electrical disturbance at the ship’s 
tail lights or a short wave radio 
played a part in the disaster. He 
has been studying electrical dan- 
gers to airships since the destruc- 
tion of the naval dirigible Akron 
in 1933. 

Whitehead was questioned about 
the theory advanced last night by 
Lieutenant-Commander Anton Hei- 
nen, veteran airship pilot, that an 
electrically operated precision pres- 
sure indicator in a gas cell, first 
used on the Hindenbrug, might have 
created a spark. Heinen contended 
there was constant seepage of hy- 
drogen through the fabric gas bag 
might have 
seeped intd the instrument’s mem- 
brane. 

Dr. Whitehead replied a spark 
from the indicator’s mechanism 
was “only a remotely possible cause 
of ignition.” 

Heinen emphasized his _ theory 
was only a “strong suspicion.” 

The witness, who has aided the 
board as a German interpreter, was 
pilot of the American airship Shen- 
andoah the night it tore away from 
its mooring mast with a skeleton 
crew aboard. He flew it back to 
the landing field without a loss of 
life. He entered the German air- 
ship field in 1911 and came to the 
United States after the war to help 
organize airship training. 

Dr. Francis B. Sillsbee of the 
United States Bureau of Standards, 
former navy adviser on electro- 
statics, was one of two experts on 
electric phenomena who testified 
yesterday. 

“I could not think of any cause 


that is not very improbable and re- 


mote,” Dr. Sillsbee said. “The fact 
that the ship had traveled so far 
without an accident may mean that 
the cause was unusual. I think the 
least improbable cause is St. Elmo’s

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BOY DENES GIRL’ 
STORY, ABUSES 
HER OF KILLIN 


Donald Wightman Testifies 
That Gladys MacKnight, 
Who Blames Him, Hit 
Her Mother. 


By the Associated Press. 

JERSEY CITY, N. J., May 25.— 
Nineteen-year-old Donald Wight- 
man accused Gladys MacKnight, 17, 
his former sweetheart, on the wit- 
ness stand today of killing her 
mother with a hatchet last July 31. 

He flatly denied the story to 
which she stuck through 11 hours 
on the witness stand, placing the 
blame on him. 

“The blows were 
whom?” questioned his 
George T. Vickers. 

“Gladys,” he replied. 

The girl leaned her chin on one 
hand with a sardonic smile. 

He did not look at her. He sat 
erect, a hand on one arm of the 
witness chair, as he contradicted 
her story that he wielded the hatoh- 


et while she struggled with her 
mother for possession of a second 
knife—the girl said she had al- 
ready wrested one from her moth- 
er’s grasp—when Mrs. MackKnight 
became angered on catching them 
in an embrace. 

There was no “petting scene” in 
the MacKnight kitchen before the 
killing, he said. There was no 
“second knife.” 

Says He Was Upstairs. 

He said he was not even in the 
kitchen when Miss MacKnight and 
her mother got in a quarrel. He 
was upstairs in the bathroom, he 
said. 

He testified he went downstairs 
and saw a knife in Mrs, Mac- 
Knight’s hands, and that “she made 
a motion to go toward Gladys who 
was standing in front of her: 
“Gladys hollered, ‘hold her Donald.’ 

“I grabbed Mrs. MacKnight. I 
grabbed her and simultaneously the 
blows were struck. Mrs. Mac- 
Knight screamed. She screamed 
and seemed simultaneously to sink 
to the floor. 

“I believe as she screamed I put 
my hand over her mouth. I think 
Mrs. MacKnight gurgled.” 

He said he had grabbed her from 
the rear, and he continued: “I took 
the hatchet away from Gladys.... 
It was covered with blood.” 

Asked About Quarrel. 

He said he could not hear what 
was said in the quarrel that took 
place between Mrs. MacKnight and 
the girl while he was upstairs. 

A little earlier, he said, “there 
was some talk between Gladys and 
her mother concerning supper, but 
I don’t know what it was.” 

“When was the first time you 
heard about a ‘second knife?’” 
asked Vickers. 

“Right here in the courtroom,” he 
replied. 

He said after he took the hatchet 
from Miss MackKnight there was 
blood on his hands, and he “went 
upstairs and dried them with a 
towel.” 

“Did you kiss Gladys on the after- 
noon before the struggle?” 

“IT probably did.” 

“How many times?” 

“T never kept track of it,” he re- 
plied, blushing. 

When he took the stand, the girl, 
who studiously has avoided look- 
ing at him since the trial began, 
gave him one long, slow look. Her 
eyes closed a minute, and she shud- 
dered slightly, then looked away. 

Girl’s Cross-Examination. 

Confronted with admitted inaccu- 
racies in her police statement ac- 
cusing Wightman of the killing of 
her mother, Miss MacKnight fought 
back under cross-examination to- 
day, insisting the statement was 
“substantially true.’ 

Prosecutor Daniel O’Regan con- 
centrated on the first statement 
which the girl gave police after she 
and Wightman were arrested and 
charged with the murder of Mrs. 
MackKnight, In this statement she 
blamed Wightman. A second state- 
ment, in which she allegedly named 
herself, she repudiated as “manu- 
factured by the police.” 

Returning to the witness stand 
for her second day of cross-exami- 
nation, she acknowledged her 
“true” statement contained some 
things which were not true. 

She admitted she had directed 
police to make changes at the time 
in some parts of the statement 
which were not true but had failed 
to have other erroneou: parts cor- 
rected. 

“You want us to believe what is 
favorable to you and not what is 
unfavorable, don’t you,” demanded 
O’Regan. 

“No, sir,” replied the girl. 

The inaccuracies referred to, she 
said, included the statements: “Don- 
ald grabbed my mother and wres- 
tled with my mother,” and “Don- 
ald grabbed the hatchet from the 
kitchen table and struck my mother 
over the head with the hatchet.” On 
the witness stand she insisted it 
was she, not Wightman, who tussled 
with her mother, and also that she 
did not see him pick up or wield 
the hatchet. 

With O’Regan pressing for an ex- 
planation as to why she did not cor- 
rect these erroneous parts of the 
“true” statement, she said first the 
police “had it twisted;” later, “I 
must either not have noticed them 
or forgot them,” and at another 
time, “I didn’t have time.” 

“But you still say this is a true 
stat2ment,” pursued O’Regan,

Pending Ruling on De- 


fense Application for 


Writ of Prohibition.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 25.— 
Attorneys for the precinct judges 
and clerks indicted on charges of 
felonious fraud, in the St. Louis pri- 
mary of last August, filed in the 
Missouri Supreme Court today an 
application for a writ of prohibition 
to keep Circuit Judge Frank C. 
O’Malley from trying the first of 
the cases. 

The Supreme Court issued a “stop 


order” to keep Judge O’Malley from 
taking up the case until it makes a 
ruling on the application. The ap- 
plication, and accompanying sug- 
gestions, a 55-page printed brief, 
were filed by Attorney Patrick H. 
Cullen. Judge O'Malley was noti- 
fied by telegram of the court's or- 


suggestions in reply. 

The defendants in the case in 
which the writ of prohibition is 
sought are the election officials of 
the Fifth Ward, Eleventh Precinct, 
in the primary, Joseph Klinger, Al- 
bert Gleason, Robert E. Palmer, 
Albert Tobias, Carl Allen and Jim- 
mie Eli Novack. The case is the 
first docketed for trial of a series 
of cases against election officials 
and a few others, in which there 
are 68 individual defendants. 

Indictments Pending. 

Two indictments are pending 
against the Fifth Ward group, one 
charging them with a false count 
as to candidates for nominations 
in the primary election, the other 
charging a false count in the elec- 
tion for party committee members, 
held at the same time as the pri- 
mary. 

The defense lawyers attack both 
indictments. They assert that party 
committee members are not public 
officers, and that the election fraud 
statutes do not cover elections for 
committeemen and committee- 
women. They raised various tech- 
nical objections to the indictment 
as to fraud in the primary election 
vote. One of these is that the in- 
dictment fails to state that the 
ballots, alleged to have been counted 
improperly, were legal votes. An- 
other objection is that there is no 
charge that the defendants acted

Party Committeeman. 


In arguing that the election fraud 
statutes do not apply to committee 
elections, the defense lawyers urge 
that committee members are not 
public officers, since they do not 
serve the entire public, but only a 
partisan portion thereof. 

“The party committeeman,” they 
declare, “must ride the elephant if 
he is a Republican, or march along

UNION OPENS OFFICES 
NEAR FORD CO. GATES 


6-Hour Day and $6 Daily Min- 
imum Demanded in Crr- 
culars to Be Distributed.

DETROIT, Mich., May 25.—The 
United Automobile Workers of 
America, opening two branch of- 
fices in abandoned bank buildings 
at the edge of Dearborn today, an- 
nounced plans for distributing union 
literature at the gates of the Ford 
Motor Co. One leaflet will demand 
a six-hour day and a minimum 
wage of $8 a day. 

Ford employes now work five 
eight-hour days a week. The min- 
imum wage is $6 a day. Several 
times recently Henry Ford has said 


that the company will put some 
“really high wages” into effect 
“when this strike mess is over.” 

Walter Reuther, president of the 
West Side local of the United Au- 
tomobile Workers, said the distri- 
bution of union literature would 
be the first attempted at the Ford 
gates. Reuther’s local has juris- 
diction including the Ford Rouge 
plant. He said that “unionism, not 
Fordism” would be the slogan of 
the campaign to organize Ford em- 
ployes. 

Signs on the branch offices— 
which are on the Detroit side of 
streets marking the Dearborn boun- 
dary—will read: “The Union. Way 
Is the American Way”; “Make 
Ford a Union Shop”; “Make /De- 
troit 100 Per Cent Union,”"Cand 
“Yesterday GM—Today Ford.” 

Reuther said final plans for the 
campaign were laid Sunday at a 
meeting of 600 Ford employes 
whom he described as “key men.” 
He said those men were chosen by 
himself and William McKie, West 
Side local organizer, over an eight- 
month period during which small 
group meetings have been held se- 
cretly.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—Labor 
leaders today hailed as a new char- 
ter of labor’s independence a deci- 
sion of the Supreme Court reaffirm- 
ing in unmistakable terms the right 
of striking workers to picket. 

The decision, written Justice 
Brandeis, involved the validity of 
Wisconsin’s State law which guar- 
antees to union workers the right 
to publicize the acts of unfair em- 
ployers and to picket peacefully 
and which denies to judges the 
power to enjoin any peaceful activi- 
ties of workers on strike. 

The case was brought to the Su- 
preme Court by Paul Senn, who 
eperates a small tile-laying compa- 
my in Milwaukee. Senn charged 
that the Tile Layers’ Protective 
Union, through its demands, threat- 
ened to destroy his business. The

PITTSBURGH, May 25.—Chair- 
man H. E. Lewis of the Jones & 
Laughlin Steel Corporation signed 
a contract today recognizing the 
steel workers’ organizing com- 
mittee as exclusive bargaining 


sections relating to sole collective 
bargaining and settlement of griev- 
ances. 

The steel workers’ organizing 
committee of the Committee for In- 
dustrial Organization won formal 
recognition yesterday from the 
American Steel Foundries of Chi- 
cago, and the Crucible Steel Co., 
former member of a group of hold- 
out independent companies. 


Today, at the mills of the Sharon 
Steel Co. in Sharon, Pa., and Low- 
ellville, O., 3000 workers voted on 
whether the committee was to be 
their exclusive bargaining agent. 

Steel labor leaders hailed the 
Jones & Laughlin contract as the 
first exclusive recognition by a ma- 
jor steel company in its drive to 
organize the nation’s 570,000 work- 
ers into one big union affiliated 
with the C10. It will continue in 
force for a year. 

The clause on recognition read: 
“The corporation. recognizes the 
union as the exclusive bargaining 
agency for all of its employes. The 
corporation recognizes and will not 
interfere with the right of its em- 
ployes to become members of the 
union. There shall be no discrim- 
ination, interference, restraint, or 
coercion by the corporation or any 
of its agents against any members 
because of membership in the union. 

“The union, its members and 
agents, agrees not to intimidate or 
coerce employes and also not to so- 
licit membership  on- corporation 
time or plant property.”

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DEFENSE ARGUES 
ITS DEMURRER IN 
PLASTERING TRIAL 


Contends Government Has 
Failed to Prove Nine De- 
fendants Guilty of Con- 


spiracy. 


Argument on demurrers filed by 
the five plastering contractors and 
the “Big Four” labor leaders which 
contend that the Government failed 
to prove the nine defendants guilty 
of conspiracy to defraud the Gov- 
ernment through excessive prices on 
P W A contracts, was begun at 2 
o'clock this afternoon before Unit- 
ed Sates Ditsrict Judge George H. 
Moore. The jury, which heard the 
testimony of 60 Government  wit- 
nesses, was not present. 

If Judge Moore should overrule 
the demurrers, the defense will be- 
gin presented its evidence tomor- 
row morning.

allegations in the indictment that 
th five contractors were members 
of an association which apportioned 
jobs at fancy prices to favored 
members; that the labor leaders 
set themselves up as “czars” in| 
plasterers’ and lathers’ locals, and 
enforced the decisions of a com- 
mittee of the association by provid- 
ing labor trouble for firms which 
obtained plastering jobs intended 
for one of the alleged combine. 

Repeatedly throughout the two- 
week trial, defense counsel pointed 
out that PW4A regulations fix the) 
amount of a Government grant for 
any specific project at “30 per cent 
of the cost of labor and materials.” 
Time and again they gave emphasis 
to the contention that under the 
law, accurately interpreted, the 
Government could not be defrauded 
as the items of labor and materials 
have a “fixed” cost, and that it must 
follow as a matter of course that 
no conspiracy to defraud, could 
exist. 

Meaning of 30 Per Cent. 

In answer, Government counsel 
argued that the phrase had been 
interpreted for expediency to mean 
the cost of labor and materials to 
the municipality, which to all prac- 
tical purposes meant the total cost 
of the building. Hence, “30 per cent 


of the cost of labor and materials,” | 
under this construction, became 30} 
per cent of the cost of the finished | 
enterprise—an elastic total by} 
which the Government would be de-, 
frauded if prices of construction | 
were improperly boosted. 

In presenting the case, the Gov- | 
ernment has not been permitted to | 
show, for the purposes of compari | 
son, bids other than those submit-. 
ted by defendant contractors on the | 
PWaA projects which the indict- | 
ment alleges were obtained at ex- 
cessive prices by fraud, including ' 
those for the arena section of the| 
Municipal Auditorium, the south | 
ward and the nurses’ home at the 
New City Hospital for Negroes and 
the Pattonville (St. Louis County) 
school. 

Expert testimony was presented 
however, in an effort to show that 
actual expenditures for plastering 
on some of the jobs were higher 
than conditions warranted. The 
prosecution closed yesterday on 
this note with the statement from 
the witness stand of william E. 
Alsmeyer, superintendent of the 
general contracting firm which 
did the work on the nurses home. 
He testified his firm paid out $28,- 
000 for plastering which in his 
opinion as an experienced estima- 
tor should have cost not more than 
$21,000. 

Checking Committee’s Work. 

Of the defendants, Anderson, Nie- 
haus and Rowan served for a time 
on the “checking committee” of 
the Contracting Plasterers Associa- 
tion, but later Anderson did most 
of the work, which the Govern- 
ment charges was virtually fixing 
the amount that a contractor was 
permitted to bid on plastering. 
They have asserted that the com- 
mittee only checked errors in es- 
timates. Robertson and Carroll 
have been mentioned less frequent- 
ly in the testimony.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 25.— 
Gov. Stark’s proposal to increase 
the State gasoline tax from two to 
three cents a gallon, which was 
amended in the Senate yesterday 
to meet a threat of unconstitution- 
ality, will be taken up for final pas- 
sage in the upper chamber tomor- 


row. 

The bill, which is expected to pro- 
vide nearly $6,000,000 a year in ad- 
ditional State revenue for road con- 
struction and maintenance pur- 
poses, now appears to be virtually 
certain of passage by the Assem- 
bly, although there is still strong 
opposition to the increase. If en- 
acted, the increase will not become 
effective until December, 1938. 

The measure was called up for 
passage yesterday by Senator Cope 
of Salem, who, after introducing a 
series of clarifying amendments, 
postponed final action at the re- 
quest of Senator McReynolds of 
Carthage and Senator Lockridge of 
Fayette. 

Reason for Opposition. 

One of the reasons for the oppo- 
sition to the bill is the failure of 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to report on a bill to reduce 
the State automobile license fees 
by half. That measure was passed: 
by the Senate when many of the 
members said they would vote 
against a gasoline tax increase un- 
less the licenses on passenger auto- 
mobiles were reduced materially. 

The Governor, who has made the 
gasoline tax one of his most im- 
portant administrative measures, is 
known to look unfavorably on the 
license fee reduction bill, believing 
that such a reduction would inter- 
fere with his plans to provide suf- 
ficient additional revenues for State 
road construction. So far, attempts 
to get action on that bill have been 
fruitless, as each time a hearing 
was scheduled a committee quorum 
was lacking. 

It is doubtful, however, that 
there will be sufficient strength in 
the Senate to block passage of the 
gasoline tax increase, despite the 
apparent death of the automobile 
license fee bill, as proponents of 
the Governor’s bill are confident 
they have lined up a large enough 
vote to pass the administration 
measure. 

Another Chance in Housé: 

Although the House has already 
passed the gasoline tax bill, the 
proposal will have to return there 
for concurrence in the Senate 
amendments, and while it will give 
the opponents another opportunity 

to defeat the bill, there is little 
likelihood that the Governor will 
not have his wish in this matter. 
Senator Cope’s amendments, all 
of which were adopted, were de- 
signed to protect the present two- 
cent gasoline tax in the event the 
increase is enacted into law and 
then found unconstitutional. 
During hearings on the measure 
it was pointed out that this As- 
sembly might possibly be without

authority to increase the tax until 
fter the expiration of the consti- 
utional limitation in November, 
1938. The constitutional provision 
involved states the Legislature shall 
ave no power to “levy or collect” 
more than two cents a gallon un- 
il aftey November, 1938, and some 
authorities held that the provision 
meant the tax increase could not 
e voted until after that date, even 
hough the increase did not become 
effective until a month later. 

The amendments, Cope said, are 
intended to show the courts, in 
the event of a test case, that the 
intention of the Legislature is to 
continue the two-cent tax rate even 
if the increase is declared unconsti- 
tutional.

CONGRESS MAY LEVY TAXES 
AND SPEND THE REVENUE 
FOR THE ‘GENERAL WELFARE’ 


But Supreme Court Majority, Through Justice 
Cardozo, Does Not Set the Limits 
of This Federal Power. 


By RAYMOND P. BRANDT, 
A Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—Fed- 
eral authority over extensive but 
undefined areas was affirmed by 
the Supreme Court yesterday when, 
by 5 to 4 and 7 to 2 divisions, re- 
spectively, the unemployment insur- 
ance and the old age benefits of 
the Social Security Act, were de- 
clared constitutional. 

The two majority opinions, 
written by Justice Cardozo, held 
that the taxing provisions of Article 


1, Section 8, Clause 1 of the Consti- 
tution empower Congress to levy 
excise and income taxes and to 
spend the revenue thus derived in 
aid of the “general welfare.” 


How the Court Divided. 


In the unemployment insurance 
case, which originated in Alabama, 
Chief Justice Hughes and Justices 
Brandeis, Stone and Roberts con- 
curred. There were three written 
dissents. Justices Sutherland and 
Van Devanter felt that the admin- 
istrative provisions of the un- 
employment compensation program 
violated the tenth amendment, and 
Justices McReynolds and Butler, in 
separate opinions, declared that the 
program itself exceeded the powers 
of Congress and invaded the pow- 
ers reserved to the states and the 
people. 

In the old age benefits case, 
which originated as a stockholder’s 
suit in Massachusetts, only Justices 
McReynolds and Butler dissented. 
They merely noted that this provi- 
sion of the act was repugnant to 
the tenth amendment. 

The two majority opinions were 
complementary. When read togeth- 
er, they indicate, but do not define, 
how far the Federal Government 
may go in regulating the life of the 
nation by taxation and spending. 
Justice Cardozo emphasized that

conflict with its 6-to-3 division in-

Dissenting Opinions. 


Justices Ven Devanter and Suth- 
erland agreed with much of the ma- 
jority opinion in the unemployment 
insurance case including the rea- 
suring on the Government’s taxing 
and spending powers, but held that 
the administrative provisions of the 
act made the national Government 
“lord paramount” over the states 
and put them in a position of “pu- 
pilage” as though they were not to 
be trusted. 

“If we are to survive as the Unit- 
ed States,” Justice Sutherland 
wrote in this dissent, “the balance 
between the powers of the nation 
and those of the states must be 
maintained. There is grave danger 
in permitting it to dip in either 
direction, danger—if there were no 
other--in the precedent thereby set 
for further departures from the 
equipoise. 

“The threat implicit in the pres 
ent er.croachment upon the admin- 
istrative functions of the states is 
that greater encroachments, and 
encroachments upon other func- 
tions, will follow.” 

In his separate written dissent, 
Justice McReynolds declared that 
the majority opinion in the Ala- 
bama case opened the way for 
“practical annihilation” of the the- 
ory of “an indestructible union 
composed of indestructible states 
and “that no cloud of words or OS- 
tentatious parade of irrelevant sta- 
tistics should be permitted to ob 
scure that fact.”

“Congress may spend money in 
aid of the general welfare. There 
have been great statesmen in our 
history who have stood for other 
views. We will not resurrect the 
contest. It is now settled by deci- 
sion. 

“The conception of the spend- 
ing power advocated by Hamilton 
and strongly reinforced by Story 
has prevailed over that of Mad- 
ison, which has not been lacking 
in adherents.’ Yet difficulties are 
left when the power is conceded.

100 GERMAN PRIESTS SEEK 
RIGHT TO ABANDON CELIBACY 


Bishops Oppose Proposal; Advo- 
cates Reported Planning 
Letter to Hitler. 
(Copyright, 1937.) 
BERLIN, May 24.—A movement 


under way here among more than 
100 Catholic priests to obtain au- 
thority for the abandonment of 
celibacy among all German Cath- 
olic priests, was disclosed last 


night. 

The movement for the abandon- 
ment of celibacy arose in part, it is 
said, from the immorality trials be- 
fore German _ courts’. involving 
clerics. Unconfirmed reports have 
it that the leaders of the movement 
intend to submit a letter to Chan- 
cellor Adolf Hitler on the subject, 
though presumably without intend- 
ing to accept authority from him.to 
marry. 

What is certain is that the move- 
ment is well on foot. A few of its 
priestly adherents are members of 
the Nazi party. Its existence is 
known by German Bishops of the 
church, by whom it is opposed vig- 
orously. There are approximately 
25,000 members of the regular sec- 
ular Catholich clergy in Germany, 
of whom at the most only a few 
hundred are likely to be found 
active adherents of the anti-celibacy 
campaign.

CLEAR WEATHER 
FOR NORTH POLE 
SUPPLY PLANES 


Wind Clears Away Fog at 
Soviet Base Which Has 
Delayed Flight From Ru- 
dolph Island. 


MOSCOW, May 25.—A brisk wind 


tonight cleared away the fog at 
the Soviet Union’s air and weather 
base on a drifting floe at the North 
Pole, which had held up the flight 
of three supply planes from Rudolf 
Island. Flying conditions at Ru- 
dolf Island also were reported to 
be improved. 

Ivan Papanin, commander of the 
base, reported by radio at 7 a. m. 
(11 p. m. St. Louis time) that the 
eky was “completely overcast by 
fog,” with visibility limited to 500 
meters (1640 feet). The tempera- 
ture was 10.4 degrees above zero 
Fahrenheit. 

The Arctic blizzard last night was 
pushing the explorers’ floe, like a 
vast raft, westward from the pole 
toward North America at about a 
half mile an hour. When the party 
landed, its position was about 12% 
miles from the earth’s axis. 

At the Rudolf Island base, about 
560 miles from the 12 aeronautical 
explorers who landed near the pole 
Friday afternon, the ceiling was re- 
ported less than 300 meters today, 
with a dense fog on the ground. It 
was 14 above zero there.

N the appointment of a chief proba- 

tion officer, our Circuit Judges have a 
responsibility of unrealized importance. 
The welfare of hundreds. of our children 
is at stake. 

When we are compelled to undergo a 
surgical operation, we take every precau- 
tion that the surgeon has the scientific 
knowledge, the skill and the interest in 
our welfare which qualify him to per- 
form the operation. The social and legal 
treatment of delinquent and dependent 
children requires similar scientific knowl- 
edge, skill and interest in child welfare. 
Improper and unscientific treatment of 
the children who come under the juris- 
diction of the probation officer may have 
a more detrimental effect on our city 
than the practice of medicine and surgery 
by the laity. 

Practical and economic considerations, 
as well as sentiment, demand that merit 
alone should determine the selection of 
the chief probation officer. Both the 
State and the children affected will bene- 
fit if a qualified person is chosen for this 
important office. The best is not too 
good for our children.

SOCIAL SECURITY UPHELD. 

In a series of three decisions surpassing in im- 
portance eyen the recent momentous five involving 
the Wagner Labor Disputes Act, the United States

Upheld, 7 to 2, the right of Congress to pro- 
vide a pension system for the aged. 


Upheld, 5 to 4, the right of Congress to pro- 
vide an unemployment insurance system for 
workers in industry and certain other lines of 
employment.

These actions are doubly significant. In themselves, 
they validate a major phase of the Government's 
attempt to broaden the distribution of the benefits 
of industry through society.

Court case the brilliant judicial qualities which char- 
acterized his work as Chief Judge of the New York 
Court of Appeals.

Important as they are for their effect on the activ- 
ities of the Federal Government in the field of social 
security, these decisions are of even greater im- 
mediate importance in their relation to the plan 
of President Roosevelt to pack the Supreme Court. 
A mistake from its very announcement, whatever case 
could be made for the scheme has been cut away un- 
til nothing now remains. The reversal on state 
minimum wage legislation, the sustention of the

tico Hills or Lakeside, wintered with him in Florida, 
played golf with him enthusiastically, received the 
token of his shining dime, and came affectionately 
to hope that the gentle, dryly humorous old man 
would reach the century mark, as he expected to do 
when he “would then begin to live.” 

As the supreme industrialist of his age, John D. 
Rockefeller has stood before the bar of contempo- 
raneous judgment, been found guilty of ruthless prac- 
tices, heard sentence pronounced in bitter crescendo. 
It is written, unmistakably, that competition was 
crushed; that concessions in railroad rates were se- 
cretly demanded and obtained: that men high in 
public office served him surreptitiously for hire: 
| that law was trampled upon and equity crucified in 
| the name of business. 
| _Expletives were piled on his unanswering head. A 
Pan rie churchman, Dr. Washington Gladden, 
branded a proffered gift to Harvard as “tainted mon- 
ey’; Missouri’s young and aggressive Attorney-Gen- 
eral, Herbert Hadley, denounced Standard Oil as 
“the most conscienceless monopoly in the arrogant

Acquisition passed, and philanthropy on a scale of 
unprecedented munificence became the day’s work. 
Was there an element of atonement in the latter era? 
There is that credo of a lifetime—get all you can, 
give all you can—which, be it remembered, was not 
postponed until the days of abundance. At the very 
outset, the records, scrupulously kept, carry entries of 
gifts to the church and to the needy, that seemingly 
remove the implication of penitence from a generos- 
ity that has brought West and East into the circle. 

In the many fields that the Rockefeller fortune has 
watered—education, religion, science, medicine—in- 
calculable harvests have been reaped, and so well has 
the sowing been done that the ages will continue to 


garner.

end.” 
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MR. ROOSEVELT’S MESSAGE. 

It is a message of profound social and economic 
importance which the President has sent to Congress 
in advocacy of national wage and hour legislation. 

Relying upon the power of Congress to regulate 
commerce among the states, the President asks Con- 
gress to exclude from such commerce goods which 
are not made in conformity with certain “rudimen- 
tary standards.” Specifically, his formula calls for 
the exclusion of goods made with child labor, of 
the products of employers who refuse to their em- 
ployes the right of collective bargaining, and of goods 
not made in accordance with minimum-wage and 
maximum-hour standards to be fixed by Congress. 

There would be, in the proposed legislation, recog- 
nition of “geographical and industrial diversities 
which practical statesmanship cannot wholly ignore.” 

The legislation would apply—under the Constitution 
it could only apply—to those goods that move in 
the “stream” of interstate commerce. Mr. Roosevelt 
says that such products form “a goodly portion” of 
the output of American industry. He challenges the 
states to supplement the proposed Federal legisla- 
tion with laws dealing with “local pursuits and 
services which no Federal legislation can effectively 
cover.” 

The President’s message is in general terms. He 
puts up to Congress the tremendously difficult prob- 
lem of determining the minimum standards to be 
observed and of fixing the differentials required by 
“seographical and industrial diversities.” 

Would the measure which the President proposes 
be constitutional? 

On the one side is the Supreme Court decision of 
1918, by 5 to 4, invalidating an act which sought to 
bar the shipment in interstate commerce of the 
products of child labor. 

On the other side there is the broad interpretation 
put upon the commerce clause by the Supreme Court 
in its recent validation of the Wagner Act. 

It is to be noted, too, that the court which will 
pass on any wage and hour legislation will be a dif- 
ferent court from that of 1918. 

As to the soundness of the program urged by the 
President, judgment must wait upon a study of the 
measures put forward to give it practical effect. The 
far-reaching and deep-cutting character of the pro- 
gram demands that it be given in Congress the most 
searching and politically disinterested discussion. 

We are convinced that the President has stated 
the right approach to the problem of child labor. 
There is now pending in Congress a bill similar to 
the act which the Supreme Court knocked down in 
1918 and in support of which the late Justice Holmes 
wrote his famous dissent quoted by the President. 
The bill invokes also the principle of the law, lately 
upheld by the Supreme Court, forbidding the ship- 
ment of prison-made goods into states having a ban 
on such goods. We believe, as we have before stated, 
that this bill against child labor should be passed. 
If it is not passed separately—if it is made a part 
of a general regulatory measure—it can be protected 
by a separability clause against a possible adverse 
decision on other phases of the measure. Congress 
can act to prevent child labor, and it should do so 
with the least possible delay.

The plan for the development of a library and 
recreation center for the blind of the St. Louis 
area in memory of the late Dr. Henry L. Wolfner 
deserves every possible encouragement and speedy 
realization. Excellent work has been done by the 
Public Library in providing Braille volumes for the 
blind in St. Louis and nearby states. But the Central 
Library is crowded for space and it is no reflection 
on the facilities which Dr. Bostwick and his aids 
have provided to say that the books for the blind re- 
quire a better location than the basement room in 
which they are now housed. 

As outlined by Dr. Meyer Weiner, professor of 
clinical ophthalmology at Washington University, the 
plan is to buy the two-story brick building at 3844 
Olive street, furnish it for use as a meeting place 
and recreation center and library, and turn it over 
to the St. Louis Public Library Board for mainte- 
nance as part of its library and assembly hall system. 
One thousand dollars has already been paid on the 
$40,000 purchase price, and the library board has 
agreed to take charge of the property when the cen- 
ter is established. 

It would be difficult to think of a more meritori- 
ous project.

An Appraisal of the St. Louis Symphony 


Orchestra here is second oldest symphonic body in the country, holding “‘a position of 
eminence among leading ensembles,” writer in music journal says; traces its his- 
tory from modest start as choral society in 1880 to 90-member organization today; 
praises variegated and stimulating character of Conductor Golschmann’s programs.

OUNTING from the earliest beginnings, 
C as St. Louisans count, the St. Louis Sym- 

phony Orchestra is the second oldest 
symphonic body in the United States. It 
recently concluded its fifty-seventh season, 
and that puts its birth back to a day in 
1880—Sept. 1, to be exact—when a handful 
of music-loving and public-spirited citizens 
formally organized the St. Louis Choral 
Society, a forerunner and direct progenitor 
of the present symphony orchestra. 

Thus the St. Louis body antedates the 
Boston by one year, the Chicago by 11, the 
Cincinnati by 15, and the Philadelphia by 20 
—truly a hoary seer of art on the Missis- 
sippi. 

The Choral Society was supported on most 
occasions by an orchestra maintained by the 
St. Louis Musical Union. The first con- 
ductor was Joseph Otten, a Catholic church 
organist accomplished in the arts of both 
choral and orchestra conducting. In 1884, 
Robert S. Brookings, founder of the 
Brookings Institution, became president of 
the society and contributed substantially to 
its financial] stability. 

The St. Louis Musical Union was founded 
in 1881. There were 54 players in the or- 
chestra, and they gave a winter series of six 
popular concerts each year over a period of 
nine years, supported by a guaranty fund 
of $8000. The conductor was August Wald- 
auer, director of the Beethoven Conserva- 
tory of Music.

More serious things symphonically began 
to happen with the absorption of the Musi- 
cal Union by the Choral Society in 1890 
under the title, St. Louis Choral Symphony 
Society. The conductor was Joseph Otten, 
and he remained until 1894, when differences 
with the board of directors over matters of 
policy led to his resignation. 

Otten’s successor was a young man of 26, 
Alfred Ernst, described as “impetuous,” who 
was a brilliant conductor and also a pianist 
of talent. He was the orchestra's first per- 
manent conductor, and he remainéd until 
1907, when a desire to enter the field of 
opera brought about his return to Germany. 

With the appointment of Max Zach in 
1907, St. Louis acquired its first conductor 
of more than local celebrity. With Zach 
came another change in the organization. 
The choral portion was dropped, and the 
organization assumed for the first time its 
present designation—St. Louis Symphony 
Society. The personnel of the orchestra 
was expanded to 64 members. 

An experienced and ambitious musician, 
Zach contributed notably to the orchestra’s 
development. He did much to enlarge the 
repertoire, and he kept his audiences abreast 
of the times by introducing a number of 
new works. Under his aegis, also, the or- 
chestra undertook its first tour concerts. 
Death ended his regime in 1921. 

Next to be called to the conductor's post 
was Rudolph Ganz, who was preceded by 
an international reputation as a concert 
pianist. Much progress, artistically, was 
made under his tutelage and some new 
paths of activity opened up. One of his 
most significant innovations was the series 
of symphony concerts for children, which 
were of high educational value and have 
been continued with much success to the 
present day. Himself a composer, Ganz 


evinced considerable interest in new music, 
and the names of contemporary composers 
were frequently on his programs. He re- 
signed in 1927. 

For four seasons, the orchestra experi- 
mented with a guest-conductor policy. Dur- 
ing that period, the concerts were led by 
eight conductors: Eugene Goossens, Emil 
Oberhoffer, Bernardino Molinari, Carl Schu- 
richt, Willem Van Hoogstraten, E. Fernandez 
Arbos, George Szell and Viadimir Golsch- 
mann. While all these men were musicians 
of distinction, their ministrations collectively 
were not to the best interest of the orches- 
tra. Like many another orchestral body 
before and since, the St. Louisans found 
that transient conductorships were not con- 
ducive to the progressive development of the 
organization, nor of public interest in its 
performances. So in 1931, the directors re- 
verted to their original course of a perma- 
nent resident conductor. 

Golschmann was the choice. His guest en- 
gagement fell in the final season of the 
guest regime, and so impressive was his 
work on that occasion that he immediately 
was placed under contract, 

° : ° 

In its six seasons under Golschmann, the 
orchestra has taken long strides artistically 
and has attained a position of eminence 
among the leading ensembles of the country. 
Especially pertinent to its public success 
has been the variegated and stimulating 
character of the programs, in which con- 
temporary music has played an important 
part. ‘ 
Until three years ago, the weekly pairs of 
concerts were given in a small auditorium 
seating 1800. But at the beginning of the 
1934-35 season, the Opera House of the 
new Municipal Auditorium, seating 3500, be- 
came the permanent home of the orchestra. 
For this larger theater, the personnel was 
increased to 85, and this year, with the addi- 
tion of more strings, to 90 members. 

Since its removal to the new hall, the 
Symphony Society has reported steadily in- 
creasing attendance. The regular subscrip- 
tion series of 36 concerts for the past 
season reached a new high level with 4800 
subscribers. More than 80 concerts in all 
are presented annually. 

Today 60 per cent of the orchestra’s 
budget ($285,000 per annum) is covered by 
natural sources of income, the remaining 40 
per cent being defrayed by guarantors. A 
few years ago, the figures were reversed. 
More than 1200 subscribers currently con- 
tribute $115,000 a year to the maintenance 
fund, which clears the deficit. , 

As ages go among American musica] insti- 
tutions, the St. Louis Symphony is an oldster 
of the orchestral species. Its long career 
has been a distinctive one in service to its 
immediate vicinity and the surrounding ter- 
ritory. It is a luminous example for the 
whole nation of what industry, long perse- 
verance and impelling musical vision can 
accomplish in an American metropolis of 
medium size. 

Part of the way has been uphill, and the 
orchestra still is not completely independent 
of the generosity of its friends: but the 
trend, as has been shown, is all to the good 
and the orchestra advances into middle age 
with all the vigor and alluring promise of 
youth.

And, of course, the Nazi framing 
of the Jews is without parallel any- 
where. The Nazis have said for four 
years that the Jews were responsi- 
ble for losing the war, the Treaty 
of Versailles, the inflation, the fail- 
ure of crops, plague, pestilence and 
everything except, perhaps, the 
weather.

PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH 
RCIAINS WAR SANCTION 


Proposal to Remove It Lacks 
Nine Votes of Required 
Number of Presbyteries. 


By the Associated Press. 


COLUMBUS, O., May 25. — The 
Presbyterian Church in the U. S. A. 
has declined, it was learned today, 
to withdraw its sanction of war. 

The church’s 276 presbyteries 
failed by nine votes, to approve a 
proposed amendment which would 
have deleted from the church con- 
fession of faith, or constitution, 
this sentence: “Christians ... may, 
lawfully under the New Testament, 
wage war.” 

Defeat of the proposed amend- 
ment will be reported June 1 by the 
committee on policy to the general 
assembly of the church, meeting 
here from Thursday until June 2. 

The proposal, which originated 
in the presbytery of Cayuga, whose 
seat is Auburn, N. Y., was ratified 
by 175 presbyteries. Ratification 
by two-thirds of the presbyteries, or 
184, was necessary to bring the 
overture before the general assem- 
bly for a vote. It did not specifical- 
ly condemn war. 

Approval by the general assem- 
bly, which is the supreme legisla- 
tive body in the church, also 
would have been required to make 
the amendment effective. The as- 
sembly, however, may not override 
a negative vote. 

Had the sanction of war been re- 
moved from the . confession of 
faith, Presbyterian students in cer- 
tain colleges who were opposed to 
military training could have been 
excused from it because they were 
conscientious objectors by religious 
belief. 

Some fundamentalists in the 
church cpposed the overture, feel- 
ing that if a person would not 
fight for his country he would not 
fight for his church. Others op- 
posed it because they felt it was 
inadequate.

by the presbyteries began enroll- 
ing for the assembly sessions.

Speaking yesterday on gun deaf- 
ness, Dr. Cordia C. Bunch of Wash- 
ington University said the simplest 
way to avoid it was to plug the ears 
with cotton saturated with vaseline. 
He pointed out hearing may be af- 
fected seriously even by the dis 
charge of a cap pistol] close to the 
ear. 

Gur deafness does not mean total 
loss of hearing in most cases, he 
pointed out. It is the inability to 
hear sounds above 3000 vibrations, 
such sounds including whispers, a 
cricket’s chirping or the ticking 
of a clock. He cited the case of 
a watchmaker suffering from gun 
deafness who found it necessary to 
devise a tiny megaphone in order 
the hear a watch tick. 

Causes of Condition. 

A firecracker exploding near the 
ear, the explosion of a shell, or 
constant pounding by a noisy motor 
may cause gun deafness, Dr. 
Bunch, professor of physics in oto- 
laryngology, continued. 

In most cases of gun deafness the 
nerve of the ear is injured and for 
that reason the disability cannot be 
cured, he pointed out. Sportsmen 
have found that if they shoot with 
their right hand their left ear gets 
most of the damage from the noise 
of firing. As early as 1866 a sports- 
man wrote to the editor of a medi- 
cal journal asking what he could 
do to avoid deafness. The answer 
was to put cotton in his ears, just 
as artillerymen do. 

Dr. Bunch remarked that one 
sufferer who came to his attention 
was a Texan who explained that 
sportsman friends considered it 
great fun to creep up behind a 
friend and fire a six-shooter to see 
how far the man would jump. 


Detecting Brain Tumor. 


Dr. Ernest Sachs at the morning 
session pointed out convulsions are 
usually the earliest signs of brain 
tumors, often occurring years be- 
fore such other symptoms as head- 
aches. Adults who have convulsions 
should be suspected of suffering 
from brain tumors until proved oth- 
erwise, he asserted. 

Dr. Walter Baumgarten, in speak- 
ing on essential hypertension, or 
high blood pressure, pointed out 
that its origin is still unknown. 
The disease develops slowly over a 
period of many years and its ab- 
sence of symptoms makes it hard 
to recognize, he said. 

Usually high blood pressure is 
discovered during a physical exami- 
nation. It begins after 40 and is 
often hereditary. Recovery de- 
pends on the ability of the blood 
vessels to relax. Moderate walk- 
ing is the safest exercise for high 
blood pressure sufferers, but pro- 
longed rest is essential, he added.

Newspapers Again Say Rulings Take Away 
Excuse for President’s Plan to En- 
large Supreme Court.

DITORIAL comment by newspapers in all parts of the United States | 
on the Supreme Court decisions upholding the social security law | 


follows: 

Baltimore Sun—There is the grav- 
est danger that in attempts to ap- 
ply fixed rules of wages and hours, 
for an entire continent by Wash- 
ington’s fiat, the very classes that 
the President seeks to serve will be 
condemned in increasing numbers 
to lives of idleness and meager re- 
lief. 

‘Chicago Daily News—-The Su- 
preme Court’s decision that the So- 
cial Security Acts are constitution- 
al leaves the President’s court-pack- 
ing plan in a sorry plight. What ob- 
jection can he make against the 
court now? Has it not repeatedly 
stretched the Constitution to the 
limit, in an understandable effort to 
give the Congress and the Presi- 
dent the benefit of every possible 
doubt? But Mr. Roosevelt is not 
satisfied. He has designated, vir- 
tually by name, six members of the 
court as unfitted by age for further 
service. Unless they bow to his 
threats and obediently quit the 
bench, ne will persist, he bas signi- 
fied, in his efforts to nullify their 
opinions by packing the court. That 
there is almost a vindictive streak 
in his attitude was indicated by the 
remark he made—he has not de- 
nied it—when told of Justice Van 
Devanter’s impending resignation: 
“One up and five to go.” Mean- 
while, the “nine old men” have once 
more delivered a valuable object 
lesson to the administration: If 
the New Deal will take the trou- 
ble to write laws that are consti- 
tutional, the court will sustain 
them. it is as true today as it was 
so years ago, when Col. Mason said 
it in the constitutional convention, 
that the court can “declare an un- 
constitutional law void,” but must 
give all other laws “however unjust, 
oppressive or pernicious,” a free 
course. In other words, whether the 
laws are good or bad does not con- 
cern the Justices. That is a mat- 
ter, first, for the wisdom and con- 


science of the legislators, and later, 
for the voters themselves, at the 


polls. 

New York Herald-Tribune—The 
last straw of hope which Mr. Roose- 
velt was eyeing in his stubborn ef- 
fort to pack the Supreme Court has 
now gone over the juridical dam. 
The decisions upholding the consti- 
tutionality of the old-age pension 
and unemployment insurance acts 
are sweeping and final. They de- 
stroy the faintest pretext for plac- 
ing “new biood” on the bench. The 
other pretexts—ranging from 
“senility” and “inefficiency” to the 
necessity of waving back dust 
storms and spring floods by injunc- 
tions issued NOW—have long since 
sunk out of sight.

with the purpose of the act, and the 
folly and futility of creating a $47,- 
000,000,000 reserve may yet be rec- 
ognized by Congress. 


Boston Herald—The area of that 
broad and often pestilential strip 
known as No Man’s Land, where 
conditions existed which were be- 
yond the control of Washington and 
the state governments, was further 
reduced yesterday by the decisions 
of the Supreme Court in the social 
security litigation. Part of the ter- 
ritory has now been staked off, and 
Uncle Sam has moved in and taken 
possession. The anomaly which dis- 
turbed most Americans for many 
years and has been the occasion of 
ridicule abroad has largely disap- 
peared. “General welfare” has been 
redefined and so broadened that it 
will mean a great deal more than 
it meant yesterday morning. The 
administration has won another vic- 
tory and from a court which the 
President has assailed as hostile in 
spirit to him. 

Los Angeles Times—That the de- 
cision is an exceedingly important 
one goes without saying. It fixes 
upon the backs of the nation’s tax- 
payers a scheme which, however 
well intentioned, is unnecessarily 
cumbersome, unnecessarily costly, 
so clumsy in some of its provisions 
as to be unworkable, and, in the 
opinion of our best insurance ex- 
perts, actuarily unsound. This tax- 
ation puts a brake on business and 
recovery; and a bill which would 
accomplish the same laudable ob- 
jects, and meet these objections, is 
entirely possible. No one would 
object in principle to the goal set 
by this legislation. What it fails 
to recognize is that the field is ex- 
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perimental. 

Dallas (Tex.) News—It is difficult 
to reconcile in final analysis the 
court’s present opinion with pre- 
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vious holdings under the general 
welfare clause. Under what author- 
ity of government can the tax be 
applied? The varied dissents show 
that the judicial minds of the four 
minority Justices endured their 
Gethsemane as they wrestled with 
a problem that every human being 
regards sympathetically but which 
no one is quite certain is possible 
under our laws as we have so long 
understood them. The security de- 
cision will stand as one of the most 
amazing rendered in a difficult pe- 
riod in which transition is appar- 
ently being accomplished by tor- 
tured judicial fiat instead of by 
frank facing and solution in con- 
stitutional alteration. 


St. Paul Pioneer Press—The Fed- 
eral government comes out of the 
judicial test with much magnified 
power; the states with diminished 
power. The Federal government, 
however, gains more power than 
the states lose. What has really 
been extended is the power of all 
government over the every-day af- 
fairs of the country. President 
Roosevelt has obtained the heart of 
his court plan without packing the 
court. On the face of Justice Car- 
dozo’s and Justice Stone’s decisions 
of yesterday and of those that have 
gone before, there seems little in- 
deed that the Federal government 
may not do short of clearly trans- 
gressing the most plain prohibitions 
of the Bill of Rights of individuals 
and short of invading the most ob- 
viously local functions of the states. 
To abandon his court bill under 
these circumstances would not be a 
sign of weakness but of strength. 

Washington Post—The court’s de- 
cision does not necessarily mean 
that the Social Security as it stands 
is ideal. It is far from attaining 
that distinction. In more than one 
particular the law requires revision 
and no doubt will be revised as ex- 
perience dictates. But at any rate 
the system of Federal-state co-oper- 
ation for a more scientific attack on 
the unemployment relief problem 
and the nation-wide system of old 
age pensions are now part of the 
law of the land.

to the method of financing such 
protection through the deposits of 
state funds in the Federal Treas- 
ury. Yesterday’s opinions are the 
last important ones in which Jus- 
tice Van Devanter will participate. 
His retirement next week is likely 
to mark the end of 5 to 4 decisions, 
insofar as social legislation is con- 
cerned. Thus will fall the argument 
of proponents of the President’s 
court reorganization plan that so- 
cial progress ig in jeopardy be- 
cause the views of one Justice de- 
termines vitally important issues of 
constitutionality. , 

San Francisco Chronicle—On the 
same day the Supreme Court hand- 
ed down three decisions on the Fed- 
eral and state Socia] Security Acts, 
again demonstrating that such leg- 
islation is reasonably within the 
powers of Congress and will be so 
held by the court as now constitut- 
ed, and President Roosevelt hand- 
ed to Congress wage and hour leg- 
islation which will stretch those 
powers to the limit, if not beyond. 
Fortunately these new measures 
will not reach the court until the 
present controversy is over, and 
they can then be discussed in a 
judicial instead of a political at- 
mosphere. 

Kansas City Star—A Supreme 
Court decision sustaining the So- 
cial] Security Act had been expect- 
ed. A considerable element of legal 
opinion took that view of the mat- 
ter months ago, in advance of the 
administration proposal] of court re- 
organization. Social security is 
both an accepted fact and largely 
an accomplished fact in America. 
It represents not only a Federal en- 
actment but legislation now com- 
pleted by virtually all the states. 
The conclusion of the court major- 
ity with respect to it is both log- 
ica] and obvious. As to the admin- 
istration’s court program, no fur- 
ther refutation of that was needed 
in the nature of decisions from the 
tribunal itself. ” 

Omaha World Herald — The 
court has proved it is no oligarchy, 
no group of despots, intent upon 
usurping powers to invalidate legis- 
lation it may deem unsound and 
unwise. It leaves that decision to 
Congress, where it belongs. It 
interposes a barrier only if the 
legislation is clearly unconstitu- 
tional, and confronted with the 
necessity it will stretch the Con- 
stitution rather than contribute to 
breaking it. ' 

Indianapolis Star—The point in- 
volved in the Social Security legis- 
lation upheld by the Supreme Court 
yesterday was whether the Govern- 
ment is not invading powers re- 
served to the states by the Constitu- 
tion. The court ruled 5 to 4 that 
such is not the case concerning 
the unemployment insurance pro- 
gram and 7 to 2 in regard to old 
age insurance. The court held that 
the laws are a proper exercise of 
governmental authority under the 
“general welfare” clause of the Con- 
stitution. Justice Butler looked on 
the ruling as an entering wedge 
which may be the end of state 
rights. It does not necessarily fol- 
low, of course, that exercise of 
power granted under the welfare 
provision will be in conflict with 
the rights reserved to the states. 
The inference that might be drawn 
from the decisions handed down 
yesterday is that when there is con- 
flict the rights of the states will 
have to give way. Carried to the 
ends the dissenting evidently had 
in view that would mean a drastic 
change in our theory of govern- 
ment. 

Seattle Times — The Supreme 
Court’s decision was generally fore- 
cast by everyone familiar with the 
nature of the case and the manner 
of its presentation. With the valid- 
ity of Social Security taxation thus 
sustained the next business of the 
administration and Congress should 
be to repair the act so that, to 
whatever extent it may serve its 
purpose, the service shall be more 
equitable and adequate among 
beneficiaries and the plan to amass 
the phony paper fund of $47,000,000,- 
000 abandoned. The court’s decision 
doesn’t make the Social Security 
Act any less the piece of cock-eyed 
legislation it was declared to be by 
Gov. Landon. The remedy now rests 
with the two other branches of gov- 
ernment.

COMMONS DEBATES 
COST OF ROYALTY 


Communist Member Proposes 
That King Be Paid 
$2000 a Year. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 25.—The House 
of Commons, ignoring a suggestion 
that King George VI be paid a 
salary of $2000 a year like members 
of Parliament, approved last night 
the Government’s civil list resolu- 
tion. 

It provided the royal family with 
£595,000 annually ($2,975,000). 

William Gallacher, lone Com- 
munist in the House, made the sug- 
gestion “you give the Monarch the 
same wage as a member of Parlia- 
ment gets.” 

“He doesn’t do any more work,” 
he added. “Let him live in a 
Council house with a little garden 
in which he might receive those 
who came to see him. But all the 
nice gentlemen on the other side of 
the House (Conservatives) and all 
the Dukes and Duchesses would 
then give him the cold shoulder.” 

Josiah Wedgwood, Laborite, de- 
clared “the voting of large sums of 
money for the greedy gang of 
flunkeys hanging on to the court 
is having a bad effect and the soon- 
er it is checked, the better.” — 

Silmpler Court Life Urged. 

The Laborite opposition in the 
House lost a motion designed to 
lead to a general inquiry into the 
civil list, as the royal annuities 
are called, but seized on the oc 
casion for pleas for a simpler court 
life and for the royal family to be 
allowed to live in closer touch with 
“the common people.” 

Clement Attlee, leader of the op- 
position, scored what he called “far 
too much boosting of royalty in the 
press and on the wireless. I don't 
think it fair to the Monarch and 
it is not healthy for the people.” 

Gallacher was ruled out of order 
when he brought former King Ed- 
ward's name into the debate, 
stating: “The show (coronation) 
originally had been provided for 
Edward but you threw out Ed 
ward and put in George.”

In a farewell address to seniors 
on the “Obligations of College 
Women to American Life,” Dr. Don- 
ovan advocated they not only en- 
courage but demand that married 
women, as a group, withdraw from 
gainful occupations. Which remark 
prompted this request for an inter- 
view with amplification of that 
theme. 

“The long range objective of such 
a course,” said Dr. Donovan, com- 
plying, “would be to restore to fam- 
ily life the spirit of the unbroken 
home and the tradition we, as Cath- 
olics cherish, of the fireplace where 
divorce is unknown.” He has an 
Irish twist to his tongue, interpolat- 
ing “Y’u see” to even every gap 
in a swift flowing rather tight- 
lipped monotone. 

“There are more immediate, ma- 
terial, practical considerations, 
whether you are a Catholic or not,” 
he went on. “Married women in in- 
dustry force salaries to low levels. 
A married woman working does not 
feel the responsibility a married 
man does. She knows she has a 
right to quit and fall back on a 
husband who is legally obligated 
to support her. Employers have 
told me, this independence of hers 
does not add to the stability of a 
business organization. Presumably 
one reason she is hired is because

will work for what she can 
get. As a rule she is cheap labor. 

“In my profession,” he said, “in 
education, there is a superfluity of 
women. One result is that educa- 
tion is too feminized. There should 
be both the masculine and feminine 
viewpoint in training both boys and 
girls. The oversupply of women 
teachers deprives men of opportu- 
nities in this field. One step to- 
ward striking the needed balance 
would be to bar married women 
teachers.” 

“Don’t married women contribute 
to teaching something valuable in 
the way of experience which un- 
married women don’t have?” it was 
suggested.

ET married women take all 
their experience, all the 
xnowledge they can acquire 
anywhere and apply it to minding 
their own homes.

has picked up in business, profes- 
sional or human relationships too. 
a married woman can put to use in 
the creation and improvement of a 
home and in the rearing and train- 
ing of a family. And besides the 
greatest fund of general knowledge 
she can bring to it, she needs spe- 
cialized training for marriage it- 
self. Before marriage she should 
make a study of the pitfalls of oth- 
er marriages, so she Can be pre- 
pared for and avoid them. She 
should put herself through a seri- 
ous checking of character traits 
of her intended husband against 
her own with an arbiter to advise 
and assist. Our Catholic systems of 
pre-marital instruction provide 
such a course.” 

“ ‘She,’ you say. 
this training too?” 

“Yes, the priest takes the in- 
tended husband in hand, too. But 
largely women can meet and cope 
with marriage problems more suc- 
cessfully than men. A _ successful 
marriage is mostly up to the wom- 
an. Husbands are what wives 
make them. Men in their domestic 
relations are the products of wom- 
en, of their mothers and _ their 
wives,” he said benignly. 

“Since the war,” he continued, 
“with women demanding equality, 
we have seen relaxations of old 
standards of courtesy and consid- 
eration women used to expect of 
men. Without them, what is there 
left? Nothing on which to base 


Don't men need 
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and command respect. That’s most- 


ly what is the matter when men | 


fail in their marriage obligations. 
A woman takes the attitude, ‘I’m 
as good a man as you are’ and the 
man says ‘Very well, then. Go 
hustle for yourself.’ 

“Equality between men and wom- 
en — there is no such thing,” he 
pooh-poohed. “They complement 
each other perfectly. In one way 
a woman will be better, in another 
way a man is better. In many 
fields they cannot compete. Oh, 
yes, I observe young women in em- 
ployment, equaling, exceeding men 
in efficiency and ability, in vitality 
and enthusiasm, in loyalty and 
sense of responsibility. But in 
places where they must assume the 
responsibilities of men, women in- 
evitably suffer some disadvantages. 

“There is, however, one role in 
which a woman is admittedly su- 
perior,” he declared, sitting back 
with an air of triumphantly clinch- 
ing an argument, “One role in 
which no man can compete with 
her, in which she cannot be touched 
by or approached or replaced by 
a substitute or a hireling. That 
is the role of mother. What man 
can be a good mother? In the 
light of its importance, since upon 
it depends the preservation of the 
family, of the very race, for all her 
triumphs in other fields, I wouldn’t 
ask any more of women.”

T WAS so peaceful out there in 

Webster, far from competition 

and strife, so harmonious with 
the songs of birds and the perfume 
of peonies and syringas wafted in 
on the breeze, Dr. Donovan’s re- 
marks seemed perfectly reasonable. 
What more could any woman want 
than a home in which she is su- 
preme, a garden to putter around 
in, a few kids to use up all her 
knowledge and abilities? 

Getting back to wifehood and 
motherhood as a full time job, Dr. 
Donovan concluded, “If she has any 
leisure léft, let married women con- 
tribute it to the solution of some 
of the problems facing society. As 
household economists they are in 
a favorable condition to study mis- 
leading and dishonest merchandis- 
ing methods and conditions in busi- 
ness enterprises. I was telling our 
graduates that, with their acquisi- 
tion of knowledge, as college wom- 
en, they should not be content with 
misdirected, extreme measures ad- 
vocated by some of our women’s 
organizations. They should ap- 
proach social problems from the 
standpoint of fundamental princi- 
ples and underlying causes. This 
proposed civil rights amendment, 
asking the removal of all legisla- 
tion discriminating in favor of or 
against women, would destroy basic 
grounds which regulate relation- 
ships between men and women in 
the family and in society itself. 

“And there is the birth control 
movement which is attacking that 
problem from the top instead of 
the bottom. Better housing, slum 
clearance in our metropolitan areas 
and river lowlands, better condi- 
tions of employment with living 
wages for married men, more edu- 
cation, would do away with the 
necessity of birth control, since the 
principal objection to large families 
seems to be the economic one. 
There would still be the necessity 
of education on sex matters. We 
do it in the Catholic Church by 
counseling restraints, more knowl- 
edge, better education. 

“Woman can contribute to better 
employment conditions by taking 
themselves out of competition with 
men when they have the right op- 
portunity to marry. They can thus 
contribute to the stability of home 
life. There is no greater accom- 
plishment I would ask of women!” 
He ended with one of his rare but 
radiant smiles.

“Warming Up” 
ls Important 
Before Effort 


Process Prepares Muscles and 
Nerves for Greater Exer- 


tion.

S a matter of experience, prac- 
A ticany all athletes believe in the 

warming-up process before the 
actual game. begins. At the ball 
park the pitchers are endlessly 
throwing the ball back and forth; 
the fielders are practicing, and the 
batters are trying out their arms 
and eyes. At tennis the practice 
of volleying a few balls back and 
forth over the net is accepted as a 
regular part of the game. The golf- 
er takes a few practice swings and 
perhaps knocks a few practice balls 
down the course. 

The question that a physiologist 
naturally asks is whether there is 
any justification for this. It might 
be asked, with a muscle which was 
fresh and untired, which was sud- 
denly called upon to do extra work, 
would it do better than one which 
had been moving around? But ex- 
perimental work in the physiologi- 
cal laboratory makes the psysiolo- 
gist correct his empiric idea. 

The warming-up process. in- 
creases the acuity of the muscle 
sense and stabilizes the nervous 
processes. It also augments the 
frequency and force of the con- 
tractions of the heart, thereby en- 
hancing the circulation of the 
blood in the muscles. The whole 
body is improved and made more 
fit for quick action and decisions 
by the -warming-up process. When 
you are stale from lack of exer- 
cise, you cannot do even the most 
moderate amount of exertion 
without symptoms of breathless- 


ness. 
Te improve than the “wind.” A 

regular stint of exercise, in- 
creased a little bit every day, will 
turn a man into about three times 
as efficient a machine as he was 
before. As the pitcher, or the ten- 
nis player, or golf player warms 
up, he breathes more rapidly and 
deply, and the gases which are 
neded by the tissues are thrown 
into the circulation. Increased de- 
mands made on the heart find a 
response, and in a few minutes the 
circulation is prepared to respond 
to extraordinary demands. 

The process of warming up also 
improves the reactions of the nerv- 
ous system, the accuracy of the eye 
and the sense of the body in space, 
and the exact strength that you 
are using with the tension of your 
muscles is far better after five or 
10 minutes of play than it is at 
first. As a matter of fact, it is the 
experience of most athletes that 
the first half hour of playing is 
their worst; after that, when they 
have steadied down and the muscles 
and the nervous system will do with 
ease and accuracy anything that is 
demanded of them, they really be- 
gin to play their best game.
